TRIBAL COUNCIL PASSES A 
TOTAL OF $3,254,325.00 

During the first two weeks of its spring meeting, the 
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Navajo Tribal Council worked on its budget. A total 
budget of $3,254,325.00 was approved. Nearly a millon 
dollars of the new budget is money left over from the 
old budget. 

The Council has approved an increase in salary for 
Council members and committee members. Members will 
receive $20 a day instead of $16. The Council Chairman 
will receive $9,000 his first year, $10,000 his second 
year, $12,000 his third year, and $13,500 his fourth 
year. If the Chairman is elected again he will receive 
$15,000 a year. The Vice-Chairman will receive $7,000 
the first year, $8,000 the second year, $9,000 the third 
year and $10,000 the fourth year. If the Vice-Chairman 
is elected again, he will receive $11,000 a year for his 
second term. 

The salary of the Tribal Secretary-Treasurer was in¬ 
creased from $8,800 a year to $10,000. 

Paul Hand, former Assistant General Superintendent, 
has been hired as Tribal Industrial Manager. The new 
Industrial Department will work to create job opportuni¬ 
ties for Navajos. $425,890 will be used for industrial 
development on and near the Reservation. 

$373,698 was approved for Tribal administration by 
the Council. Law and Order will receive $586,762 for 
fiscal year 1957. Community Services will receive $834, 
014, and Resources $983,715. $476,136 was carried 
over from last year Capital Expenditures. 

The Tribal Council heard a report on the Utah Tres¬ 
pass Case. The case was brought before the Supreme 
Court in Washington. The Supreme Court decided in 
favor of Navajos who had lost live stock illegally. This 
is the first time Navajos have had a case before the 
Supreme Court of the United States.

It has been reported that in some areas both off and 
on the reservation that the Indian people are being 
charged more than other groups of people for the things 
they buy. 

Commissioner Glenn L. Emmons has ask that the 
Officials at Navajo Agency, Window Rock, Arizona look 
into these charges and see if they can help correct 
them. Mr. Emmons has suggested that if traders or 
others are over-charging the Indians the Indians them¬ 
selves should not trade at places where it is known they 
are being over-charged.

GLEN CANYON DAM 

Glen Canyon Dam is one of the series of power dams 
and reserviors in the Upper Colorado Water Development 
Project authorized recently by Congress. 

The Glen Canyon Dam will be on the Colorado River 
just below the Utah-Arizona border. 

Most immediate problem at Glen Canyon is construc¬ 
tion access roads and construction headquarters. 

The Reclamation Bureau estimates that it will take 
5 years to complete the dam, and that some 500 men, 
many of them Navajos will be employed in its construc¬ 
tion. It would take many months to prepare roads to 
the dam sites, build construction camps, draw blueprints, 
and let contracts. So it will be another year or so before 
the actual construction of the dam begins. 


Glen Canyon Dam which will be 580 feet high will 
back watpr up tht Colorado and San Juan Rivers for some 
70 miles. The entire south side of this lake will be on 
the Navajo reservation.

The adult education program has been started with 
five tribes, including the Papago Indian Tribe in Arizona. 
The other tribal groups are in other states. These pro¬ 
grams will give an opportunity to learn about the types 
of training adult Indian want. 

Mr. Emmons has said. " I also want to assure you 
that the adult education program will be extended to 
meet the broadened needs of Indian groups as funds 
permits and as the interest of the Indians indicate."

It is planned that 
the new dormitories will be ready for the children when 
they return to Winslow in the fall. 


LIEN LAW VOID ON RESERVATION 
The State of New Mexico cannot place a legal claim 
against the land of Indians living on a reservation. This 
ruling has been made by the New Mexico Attorney 
General. The State Welfare Department asked for that 
ruling. Because reservations are held in trust by the 
Government, no individual Indian owns any one part of 
the land. Therefore, no liens can be placed on the 
property.

Caddos have the right to ask for payment. In 1835 
more than a million acres of land were purchased from 
the Caddos. The Caddos believe the price the Tribe re¬ 
ceived at that time was much too small. The claim is for 
an average price of twelve dollars an acre. 

More than one thousand Caddo Indians will share the 
money if payment is made. The Caddos formerly lived 
in Louisiana and Arkansas before moving to Oklahoma.

BLUE TONGUE 

Blue Tongue is a serious disease of sheep. It was dis¬ 
covered on the Navajo Reservation in 1953. Before 1953, 
an unnamed sickness was occurring during the summer 


months in Navajo sheep in many localities. Much of this 
sickness is now suspected to have been Blue Tongue. 

Thirty-three bands containing 6,463 sheep were found 
to include infected animals in 1953. The diseased flocks 
were located in Districts 3, 5, 8, 12, 13, 15, 17, 18, and 
19 . 

The Navajo Tribe purchased the first Blue Tongue 
vaccine in July of 1954. 432,637 sheep were vaccinated. 
All vaccinated Navajo lambs were eartagged. They were 
moved to market during the fall of 1954. 

The 1955 program was initiated on July 11 in District 
2 and 3. It was completed September 4 in District 17. 
Vaccination was up to the sheep producers. Many owners 
vaccinated only the lambs which they wanted to sell in 
the fall. A total of 220,625 sheep were vaccinated. 

Blue Tongue was diagnosed in only four flocks in 1955. 
Two flocks were in District 1 and one each District 7 and 
14. There were 33 flocks of infected sheep in 1953. 
This shows the value of the vaccination program. 

It is important that as many sheep as possible be 
vaccinated annually for Blue Tongue. In 1955, the 
disease was a considerable problem in surrounding areas 
where no vaccination program was conducted.

In this woy people will not have an opportunity to trade 
off the commodities for things they do not need.
